The Funeral of 17 of the teamen Teek 

Place Thursday Afternoon, Each 
8hlp of the Fleet Being 
• Repreeenteil* 

Pensacola, Fla., April 16.— That the 

battleship MlBsotirl had a narrow ps- 
cApe from both being blown to pieces 
by the explosion of a magaslae and 
alBO ^elng beached, came to light on 
Thandar. Capt William S. Cowles 
prevented th« latter wheD the vessel 
waa wlthlB Slo yards of the beach by 
giving ordera that the ship's coursf 
be changed. Chief Gunner's Mate 
■Oosoa saved the ship and the lIveR 
of over 600 men by Jumping Into ibn 
open magazine and closing the door 
behind him. It is stat<'d. though nf>t 
by ofhcers of the -Missouri, that when 
the officers heard the exploeion in the 
turret and saw the lire lapping through 
the tope they reali^d the hot maga- 
clne- would next explode and headed 
the ship for the beach, intending to 
beach her if possible ijcfore the ox- 
plosion. Capt. Cowles quickly stoppo l 
the plan and put tho ship back to sea.. 
When the first exploeion occurred In 
the turret the men In the handling 
room knew in an instant wtiat occur- 
red. The big magazine door was open 
and standing against it woe four 
charges of powder. Without a mo- 
ment's hesitation' Gunner's Mate Mon- 
€on shoved these aside and Jumpetl 
into the magazine, pulling the door 
clo.scd after liiin. The magazine was 
totAlly Hooded with water ami when 
the men opened the door they found 
Moason barely alive, water having 
reached hia neck. 

The damage to the battleship is 
much greater than was at first stated. 
In addition to the large amount of am- 
munition ruined by the magazine be- 
ing flooded, which will amount to thou- 
oands of dollars, the after turret Is 
alao badly injured, the top being burn- 
ed and warpod and all brass work 
melted inside. The hoist is a charred 
mass and the mechanism of the guns 
completely ruined. The estimated 
damage caused by the exploeton Is 
$60,000. 

The total list of dead now numbers 
?2, one man haviiiK exijired Wednes- 
day night and two men Thursday. It 
is hardly probable that other deatlis 
will occur. The funeral oi' 17 of tho 
aeamen occurred Thursday afternoon 
and each ship of the fl'eot w.is i-ppro- 
sented, fully 5,000 men l)einK present, 
while thousands from the city were in 
attendance. Every place of busine&s 
was closed for the afternoon and flags 
over all buildings placed at half-n^ast. 

The bodiek of the officers and eight 
of the seamen were shipped tn their 
former homes Thursday nif;lit and the 
others are being held In await advices 
from relatives. Three of the bodies 
interred Thursday afternoon will be 
disinterred and ahlpped to their rela- 
tives. The Missouri will not conclude 
lier target pra<'tice, l)ut will go to New 
York to be docke 1 as soon as the court 
of inquiry makes its findings. 

Rr. Adm. Harris has received from 
Mrs. Caiurch, wife of C5o1.

Qlaring Errors Have Been Oleeovered 
in the Creating of It. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 16.— The case 
of Carter county vs. Brooks and Zim- 
merman, which Involves the constitu- 
tionality of the act creating the new 
county of Beckham, was argued in tho 
court of appeals Thursday. The point 
urged ia that tha new county does not 
contain 400 square miles of territory, 
as required by the constitution, and 
that the <'ounfies of J>ewis and ("arli-r 
will be left with fewer than 400 square 
miles of territory if the new county is 
created; that the new county line Is 
less thaa ten miles from the county of 
Carter, which Is also contrary to the 
constitution. AVHien this case was filed 
the alleged mistake in making the sur- 
vey of the new county had not been 
ibMOSrarad, but in tho argument before 
the court ot appeals Friday the glaring 
errors in the survey will be discussed 
and exhibited to the judges by plots 
and maps, whUh show that the lines 
as called for in the bill run over into 
the state of Ohio and include Vance> 
burg in the new county.

Huge Gaps Were Tern In the Hull and 
Water Ruihed In— Lster the 
Veeeel Rolled en Her Side 
and Sank. 



St. Petersburg, April 15.— A press 
representative obtained Thursday 
night what la practically the official 
version of the sinking of the battle- 
ship Petropavlovak at Port Arthur and 
it clears up to a great extent the mys- 
terious features of that vessel's de- 
struction. The version Is as follows: 

Retiring before the advance of a 
superior fleet, which waa not fighting 
Its progress, the Russian squadron ap- 
proached the entrance to the harbor. 
It was shortly after 8 oeloc-k in the 
morning and most ot the officers and 
members of the crew were at break- 
fast on the flagship. Vice Adm. Maka- 
roff was eating breakfast in his cabin 
and tho ward room was crowded with 
ofllcers surrounding the tal)les. On 
the bridge Grand Duke Cyril, his 
friend, Lieut, von Kobe, Capt. Jakov- 
letr, commanding the vessel, and two 
other ofllcers were on watch examining 
the narrow entrance vroparalwy to 
entering it. 

At about ^-."O o'clock there was a 
terrifle explosion of the hollers, fol- 
lowed a few minutes later by a detona- 
tion from the well stored magazlnee. 

l^Iuge gaps were torn tn the hull of 
the ship and the water rushed in. The 
center of gravity having gone, the ship 
rolled on her side and sank. 

All information tends to prov% that 
a mine waa responsible for the deatrue- 
tion of the Petropavlovsk. 

The s( one below will never be de- 
scrilit d, as, so far a.'- known, not a 
single person between (le<ks succeed- 
ed in escaping. The hot .steam, which 
scalded the men on deck. Indicated 
what tnnat have been the character 
of the Jeath met by those in the en- 
gine room. The men on deck were 
thrown in all direc tions, those falling 
into the water swimming and grasping 
tho wreckage to which some of them 
were ablo to ellngi 

The remainder of the squadron Im- 
mediately stopped and lowered small 
boats and the torpedo boats steamed 
as quickly as possible to tke reaena of 
the survivors. 

The escape of Grand Duke Cyril and 
Lieut, von Kobe was nothing short of 
miraculous. The force of the explo- 
sion sent Crand Duke Cyril flying 
across the bridge and the base of his 
skull struck on an iron stanchion. For- 
tunately he did not lose consciousness. 
Bolleving that the ship was about to 
sink Jie clanitiered hastily down Its 
; ide and lioldly plunged into the wa- 
tii-. He succeeded in rea<hing a piece 
of wreckage, to which he clung. The 
grand duke was In the water about 20 
minutes before ho was picked up by 
a torpedo boat Lieut von Kobe was 
also found swimming and was picked 
up. Capt. Jakovleff was thrown 
against a stanchion with such force 
that he was killed. 

Grand Duke Cyril's Injuries were se- 
vere. Besides receiving a blow on 
the neck, his legs were burned and 
he sufferwl a serious shock. He wa.s 
taken immediately to a hospital at 
Port Arthur, where his injuricH were 
attended to. He will remain, there for 
three days and will then be brought 
to St. Petersburg 

Count Grube, aide to Grand Duke 
Vladimir, accompanied liy a physician, 
started Thursday night for the far 
east. He will meet Grand Duke Oyril 
probably at Baikal. 

The exact number of Vice Adm. 
Makaroff's staff on board tile Pffrop 
avlovsk when she sank is unknown, 
but It is thought by the admiralty to 
be probably 16 or 16. The exact num- 
ber of the crew loat ia also unknown. 
The Petropavlovsk. had a complement 
of about 660, of which 63 were saved 
at laat ac counta.

THE TORPEDO FLOTILLA. 



Tha First of It Arrives at Manila After 

a 15,000 Mile Cruise. 

Washington. April 15. — The secre- 
tary of the navy Thursday was Inform- 
ed by cable of the arrival at Cavite of 
the first torpedo flotilla, consisting of 
the torpedo boat destroyers Decatur, 
Bnlnbrldge, Harry, Dale and Chauncav, 
under convoy of tlie cruiser Buffa'.i. 
concluding a cruise of nearly 15.000 
mllee. This cruise covered a period f)( 
four months and eateoded over half 
way around the globe, which Is the 
longest run ever made l>y vessels of 
this tyiH». The flotilla started from

F'lsher as postmaster at Hastings, 
Neb., or the leasing of the building in 
that city to tha United States for « 
post olBeoi Tho commltteo which In* 
vestlgated the charges against Sofia- 
tor Dietrich was composed of Senators 
Hoar, Piatt, of ("onnoetlcut, Siiooner, 
Cockrell and Pettus.

The report re\iews the testimony at 
length and thi- roni lusion is reached 
that the charges i an not hi' sustained.

I pre- 
sume tkat no one ever beM a 11 ve ninnte oonver- 
sactoa with hla who did not porooivo that bo 
was in the preeeooe of « ssa sa rit a M e psnoh. 
And this extended to Ms whole betog. As per- 
fectly aa any nan I tm saw he esibodisd the 
wtos torstula of the Utias-^a aontkl'sBind ia a 
aoMid body." 

Bs had laheritsd a floe physique which de- 
velofwd by early dlaolpUae and asTer ahoaed by 
diaatpation beoaoM the nspoostve iostnuaent 
of a cultivated intellect, aad body and saind he 
held under regulated ooDtrol. ao that whilst tbe 
impre*»io& waa given at once of very great 
strengtb, tt waa of atrength held under wise con- 
trol. He Knew bimseU well, and under the 
gfeatest excileinent or provocatioa might be re 
lied upou to act with oodneas aad sslf detstaii 
naUoii. 

I will not eulnriti' u|"'ii his marvellous memory, 
li.^i infallilile lOKiciil powers, his ^ifls of speech, 
his penetration to the <iire< f everv sul>je<'l he 
ever investigated. I Imve never met a man who 
iinpres.sed me B£ havinK a greater power of hrain, 
a clearer apprehen.'iou or a slrcm^fer wrasp of 
whatever he undertook to discus'- In his prime 
he hail no superior in this .^-^tate as an eilitorlal 
writer, and when scan ely out of college made a 
great impre!i«lon as a speaker in a political cau 
vass of tbe State. I rememl>er to lixve heard Dr. 
E. P. Humphrey expresa his astoulshmeut at the 
power he thus early exhibited on the platform 
He was a man of extraordinary mental euUow 
meat. But this waa not his gtcatest feature 
Nor waa it bia remarkable courage. John Knox 
waa not more absolutely fearless of the faos of 
man or more unmovable bom duly by Mandisb 
moot or inflnenoo of aoy kind. Bis oourage 
laaged from the pbysioal piowsss which never 
quailed up to that ultiflMto asoral coniags which 
baspeaka the flncst disotiialnatlon ss to what ii 
worth oootendlDg for and the wiUingnwa to riak 
all in its defeaee. 

He waa in bia time a great public servant. As 
au editor of the public press be held himself re' 
sponsible /or the formation of pnblic opinion a 
trtulee of great public iuterests. He never fail 
ed to advocate what he thought was ri/lit or for 
the public advantage at tl.e l elie,''! o! parly, 
otiunli or personal favor, and h'' would not b( 
still when he felt somebody shoul'l >peak, bt 
the cause or the olTiuder ne\er so highly i ii- 
Ireiiclicil in ortice or in popular fa\or. I huve 
already partly Hnti( iputeil w hat I regard as the 
strougest tone in the lull diapason chord of his 
character. It was his iK'rfe( t genuineue.ss, his 
abhorrcnc ■' of sham or unreality. This was the 
key to his uiln<l and to bi.s whole career. He 
would not «lo/e over or see things difTerently 
from what iliey actually were. His mind worked 
by necessity in the Httnosjihere of the real. This I 
regard as the underlytTtg explanation of his 
great historical information. It waa bis rever' 
ence for a fact. II he had what if called the his- 
torical imagination be used It only to hatter re- 
produce tbe real, to follow In the tootatepe of 
those who bave made our hisloiy and indeed 
made us what ws ars.aad teptorssthiooihall 
cnatoasa, all diataaoas. all ttsMS, to see the laal 
people and to uadorstand them as th«y were. 

And this explains, too, the oontroTSisiss into 
which he was drawn. I know from life long 
aoqnaintaacs with him that there was never a 
mor»peaoe-loving, kindlier soul. Bat he loved 
truth more, and the public interests that neces- 
sitated tbe speaking of the triuh. and he stop 
ped for no man If coiucience said : go forward 
His life is therefore a valuable part ot the his- 
tory of our State at one of its most critical i>€ 
riods. He knew his .State as well as any man 
witbiu its borders— its history and thu influences 
that make it what it is, and she had no worth 
ler, more typical son in all her broad extent 
In every (oinniunity in whicii lie ever lived 
espK uillv in his more active days, he made his 
impression, anil wrought bis miud iuto the life 
about him, lie had a K^i-at heart. He wa.s as 
tender as a woman, us courteous as any knight 
of chivalry, a most delightful host, an atfiction 
ate friend. He had all the marks of breeding 
which betoken the Kentlemau in itbe truest 
sense. I cauuol enlarge upon his romantic love 
for those nearest to him, aud iudeed for all his 
kindred, aud 1 ouly touch this to say that there 
were a few other friends whom be loved with 
the same enthusiasm and aerred with a similar 
devotion. In the light of bia searching inquUi' 
tions of character thoM could be no prouder 
conaclouanass In any atsn'a mind than to know 
that be waa loved and trustsd by sach a man. 

I cannot go as far as my bsart would carry me 
to-day in my personal testimony to him. I re- 
member htm ilmt ss tbe gifted kinsman who 
when I was a child oame to live in our oommu 
nity and for a time In our borne. I remember 
my father's pride in him, and I recall incident 
alter Incident and stage after stage in their ca 
reer together as they stood up and battled fur 
the right. 

He was a man whose integrity was umiues- 
tioued. Hi" niidives were una.ssailable. Aud 
he came naturally by his lofty and high-minded 
characteristics. Descended ou both sides from 
some of tbe tiuest strains of blood, the Marsballk 
and other noted families, he wa.s to the manner 
born. He wan the sou of Judge Job u Green of 
l.im'olu than whom tbe Htate never had a nobler 
or more useful citizen. Dr. N. I.. Rice In de- 
s< ril ing some of the leaders of the Synod of 
Kentucky wrote of Judge Oreen that he was a 
man so complete aud grand in bis endowments 
that few such men ever appear at a^me iu any 
generation. 

in my meetings with him In later life I could 
not but mark tbe growth in him of religious 
conviction and an increasing revenaoe tor re- 
ligious things. Tbe buit of his being WM his 
moral earnestness, his Inststsnes on ths right- 
On one of my leosat Tislls to DaavtUe ho said lo 
aM,'*Joba, I have piayed that aU ylndietlTsnsas 
aUght be token oat e< my hsaH."
